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DELIGHTFUL  WINE, 

FROM  PINE  APPLES,  SOUR-SOPS,  PENGUIN-FRUIT, 

And  a  variety  of  other  Jamaica  Fruits,  may  be  made  by 
any  one  by  attending  strictly  to  the  following  directions. 

Gather  the  fruit  in  fine  dry  weather  when  it  has  arri- 
ved at  a  state  of  maturity,  which  is  when  it  lias  acquired 
its  best  taste  and  flavour.  Take  of  this  fruit  as  much  as 
will  weigh  lOlbs.,  when  freed  from  stalks  and  seeds  ;  make 
it  into  a  pulp  in  a  tub,  or  a  wooden  or  marble  mortar,  and 
put  it  into  a  clean  cask.  Pour  over  it  2  gallons  boiling 
soft  water,  and  macerate  for  2  days  with  frequent  stirring 
with  a  wooden  rod.  Now  draw  off  the  liquid  by  means 
of  a  tap  placed  about  an  inch  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cask  ;  *  put  this  liquid  into  any  convenient  vessel ;  take 
out  the  pulp,  put  it  into  a  clean  strong  oznaburgh  bag, 
and  lay  it  across  two  or  three  stout  sticks  laid  over  a  tub 
or  cask  ;  place  a  strong  board  above  the  bag,  and  lay  heavy 
weights  over  this,  till  the  liquid  all  run  out  from  the  pulp. 
If  a  screw  (which  any  turner  could  make  out  of  good 
lignumvitse,  of  about  6  inches  circumference)  could  be 
got,  a  press  for  this  purpose  would  press  out  the  liquid 
better  than  could  be  done  with  weights.  Mix  the  ex- 
pressed liquid  with  that  drawn  off  by  the  tap,  and  add 
4lbs.  good  crushed  sugar  and  2£  oz.  pure  French  red  wine- 
stone  (sold  only  by  the  publisher,  at  3d  an  ounce)  ;  put  the 
mixture  in  a  cask,  with  the  head  off,  in  the  sun,  and  diffuse 
well  through  it  about  a  table  spoonful  of  yeast,  (which 
may  be  bought  of  any  baker  or  from  the  publisher.) 
Fermentation  will  now  soon  commence,  when  the  mixture 
must  be  frequently  agitated  with  a  wooden  rod,  and  the 
froth  (which  should  be  kept,  as  it  is  good  yeast)  removed 
as  it  gathers  on  the  top.  Allow  fermentation  to  go  on  for 
4  or  5  days  ;  then  run  the  liquid  off,  by  the  tap,  into  a 
cask  (which  must  be  quite  full)  and  place  it,  with  the 
bunghole  upwards,  in  a  warm  room.  Leave  it  to  purge 
from  the  bunghole  for  6  or  8  days  more,  and  at  the  end 
of  this  time  add  about  one  gill  Pale  Brandy,  and  fill  up 
the  cask  with  water,  which  must  now  be  bunged  well  up. 
In  4  or  5  weeks  more,  the  cask  is  again  filled  up,  if  it 

*  Previous  to  the  pulp  being  put  into  the  cask,  the  latter  should  have  a 
quantity  of  straw  or  similar  substance  laid  at  the  bottom,  till  it  reach  an  inch 
or  so  above  the  tap  hole.  This  is  to  act  as  a  drainer,  while  the  liquid  is  being 
drawn  off,  and  will  be  found  the  best  of  anj. 
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require  it,  with  water,  and  at  the  end  of  some  weeks  it  is 
"  pegged"  or  "spiled"  to  see  if  it  be  transparent.  If  it  is 
so,  it  must  be  drawn  off  in  the  evening,  when  the  weather 
is  cool.  In  the  highlands  of  Scotland  where  the  publisher 
of  this  was  born,  it  is  (or  was)  a  common  practice  in  mak- 
ing wine  from  the  sap  of  the  birch  tree,  or  our  hardy  moun- 
tain fruits,  particularly  if  the  weather  was  warm,  to  keep 
the  cask  covered  over  with  thick  cloths,  on  which  cold 
water  was  made  to  drop  during  the  day  on  which  the 
wine  was  to  be  drawn  off ;  and  no  doubt  it  would  be  the 
better  plan  in  this  country.  The  "  racking"  or  drawing 
off  is  usually  done  by  means  of  a  syphon,  as  by  the  use  of 
this  simple  instrument  the  dregs  will  be  left  behind.  Now 
put  it  into  good  clean  bottles,  the  mouths  of  which  should 
be  tied  over  with  bladder,  and  kept  for  a  month  or  two, 
when  they  may  be  put  past  in  a  cool  place,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  a  wine  fit  for  any  one  to  drink  will  be 
produced.  Pine  Apple  Wine  no  doubt  would  meet  with 
extensive  sale  in  England.  If  the  wine  be  found,  before 
drawing  it  off,  to  be  muddy  or  not  quite  transparent,  beat 
up  the  white  of  one  egg  with  half  pint  water,  till  it 
becomes  throughout  a  froth,  add  to  this  half'-a-pint  of  the 
wine,  and  mix  the  whole  well  through  the  liquid.  Allow 
it  to  rest  for  a  short  time,  and  bottle  as  already  directed. 
Isinglass,  may  more  advantageously  be  employed  for 
this  purpose.  A  very  cheap  and  very  good  kind  is  sold 
for  the  purpose,  by  the  publisher,  at  Is.  an  ounce,  in 
sheets. 


GOOD  TABLE  BEER 

I  have  made  it  frequently,  in  the  following  simple  man- 
ner, and  if  properly  managed  will  be  found  a  much 
cheaper,  more  wholesome,  and  more  pleasant  Beer  than 
any  Ale  imported  from  either  England  or  America. 

Mount  a  cask  with  a  tap  and  straw  as  directed  in  the 
the  above  receipt ;  put  over  this  straw  8  quarts  of  good 
fresh  bran,  which  can  be  procured  from  the  Steam  Mills, 
or  Verley  &  Robinson's  for  6d  or  9d,  pour  over  it  1 0  gal- 
lons of  clear  boiling  water  ;  steep  for  2  hours,  with  fre- 
quent agitation  ;  run  off  the  liquid  by  the  tap,  boil  it  in  a 
pot  with  1 2  ounces  good  Kent  Hops,  and  %  oz.  Bitter- 
wood  for  1  hour,  adding  towards  the  end  of  the  boiling 
lOlbs  sugar  ;  strain  through  a  hair  seive  into  the  cask,  (well 
washed  out,)  cool  till  it  just  be  luke  warm,  and  then  mix 
well  through  it  1  gill  of  good  yeast.     Let  the  whole  re-

main  in  the  sun  for  a  day,  and  then  put  it  into  a  close 
cask,  with  a  bung-hole,  keep  it  for  three  days,  with  the 
bung-hole  open.  Add  the  white  of  four  eggs  as  directed 
in  the  preparation  of  wine,  then  bung  down,  and  bottle  at 
the  end  of  the  sixth  day,  from  a  tap  in  the  end  of  cask. 
This  will  make  about  GO  bottles,  and  will  cost  about  3s. 


GINGER  BEER 

Which,  when  drank  with  good  Brandy,  will  make  a  very 
good  substitute  for  Champagne. 

Lump  Sugar,  1  lb  ,  bruised  dry  Ginger  2  ounces,  Cream 
of  Tartar  oz.,  Chew-Stick  sliced  1  oz.,  Limes  sliced  2  oz. 
Put  all  these  in  a  cask  with  a  tap,  and  straw,  (as  for  Beer, 
and  Wine,)  and  pour  over  them  I  gallon  boiling  water, 
cover  up  and  steep  till  luke  warm,  draw  off,  wash  out  the 
cask,  return  the  fluid  to  it,  add  £  ounce  Orris  Root,  (sold 
by  the  Publisher,)  and  a  gill  of  yeast,  ferment  for  80 
hours,  skim,  strain  through  flannel,  bottle,  and  wire  down 
the  corks. 

\*  Add  a  little  pale  Brandy  to  each  bottle,  and  it  will 
keep  for  months. 

ANISETTE  DE  BOURDEAUX. 

Aniseed  4  oz.,  coriander  and  sweet  fennel  seeds  of  each 
1  oz.,  strong  old  proof  Rum  distilled  from  quick-lime — 
4  pints,  water  3  quarts  ;  bruize  the  seeds  and  steep  in  the 
spirit  and  water  for  2  days  with  frequent  agitation,  strain 
and  distill  off  7  pints,  then  add  21bs  lump  sugar. 

This  fine  stomachic  cordial  will  cost  about  3s  a  gallon. 


ANNOTTO. 

The  price  of  Annotto  varies  in  the  English  wholesale 
markets  from  Od  to  Is  6d  per  pound.  Upwards  of 
128,5281bs  of  it  are  annually  consumed  in  England,  and  a3 
the  plant  from  which  it  is  made  is  most  abundant  in  Ja- 
maica, and  the  process  easy,  perhaps,  some  of  our  pen- 
keepers  would  be  induced  to  try  the  manufacture  of  it. 

The  open  pods  are  macerated  in  boiling  water,  till  the 
seeds  be  quite  freed  from  the  i*ed  matter,  with  which  they 
are  covered.  The  seeds  themselves  are  then  taken  out, 
and  the  red  pulp  is  allowed  to  subside.  When  it  has 
thoroughly  subsided  the  upper  fluid  is  then  carefully  re- 
moved. The  sediment  is  placed  in  shallow  vessels  and 
dried  in  the  shade ;  when  quite  plastic  it  is  made  into  rolls, 
in  which  shape,  if  of  good  colour,  it  will  bring  Is  6d  per 
lb  in  the  English  market 
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ALOES. 

Pen-keepers  will  do  well  to  attend  to  this,  that  is  if 
they  do  not  require  a  superfluity  of  assistance,  and  can 
use  their  hands  themselves,  like  English  and  Scotch  small 
farmers  who  plough,  sow,  build  the  ricks  and  thrash  their 
own  corn.  The  plant  which  produces  this  article  of  me- 
dicine is  very  abundant  in  this  Island,  where  it  is  known 
by  the  name  of  "  Semper  Yivi."  It  brings  in  the  English 
market  when  well  prepared  Is  6d.  to  2s  per  lb.  About 
'217,200  lbs  of  it,  are  annually  imported  into  England,  two- 
thirds  of  which  are  sent  out  from  the  busy,  thriving,  happy 
island  of  Barbadoes.  It  it  made  in  the  following  manner, 
and  an  old  gentleman,  Mr.  Carter,  who  has  had  considera- 
ble experience  in  this,  as  well  as  in  other  articles  of  the 
kind,  would,  no  doubt,  be  willing  to- lend  his  assistance  to 
any  pen-keeper,  who  is  desirous  to  try  his  hand  in 
the  matter.  When  the  plants  are  1  year  old,  they  are  cut 
in  the  month  of  March,  and  sliced  down  small,  in  a  tub. 
The  chopped  leaves  are  then  put  into  wicker  baskets,  or 
oznaburgh  bags,  and  steeped  for  10  or  20  minutes  in 
boiling  water,  into  which  the  juice  which  has  run  out 
from  the  plants  into  the  tub  is  put.  Into  the  same  water 
fresh  portions  of  the  plant  are  put  till  the  water  is  fully 
charged  with  aloes.  The  hot  liquor,  in  Barbadoes,  is 
allowed  to  concrete  in  large  gourds  in  which  it  is  always 
transported  to  Europe. 


BREAD. 

An  admirable  bread  may  be  made  in  the  following 
manner :  The  advantages  derived  from  the  process 
are  very  important.  In  all  climates  and  under  all 
circumstances  it  may  be  adopted  ;  and  by  it  is  entirely 
obviated  all  difficulty  of  procuring  yeast  or  ferment,  which 
is  frequently  of  an  inferior  quality,  viciating  the  bread,  and 
rendering  it  more  or  less  unwholesome.  This  bread  being 
free  of  all  yeasty  particles  is  more  digestible,  and  not  so 
liable  to  create  flatulence  or  turn  acid  on  weak  stomachs, 
as  fermented  bread  is  apt  to  do  even  when  of  the  finest 
quality.  This  bread  is  particularly  recommended  to  peo- 
ple residing  in  the  interior,  far  from  towns. 

Flour  3lbs,  cold  water  1 4  pint,  Sesquicarbonate  of  Soda 
•|  oz., (not  the  "Bicarbonate"  which  is  commonly  sold  in 
town,  under  the  name  of"  Carbonate  of  Soda" — the  pub- 
lisher sells  the  proper  sort  at  Is  a  lb.)  Hydrochloric  acid, 
5  fluid  drachms,  also  a  very  small  quantity  of  salt.  Mix 
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the  soda  perfectly  with  the  flour,  and  the  acid  with  the 
water,  then  the  whole  intimately  and  speedily  together, 
using  a  flat  but  strong  piece  of  wood  for  that  purpose  ; 
make  into  2  loaves,  and  put  into  a  quick  oven  immedi- 
ately ;  a  large  quantity  cannot  be  baked  at  a  time.  Bake 
for  1%  hour.  This  bread  contains  nothing  but  flour  and 
salt,  for  the  acid  and  soda  when  combined  form  that  sub- 
stance. A  much  cheaper  and  equally  as  pleasant  a  bread 
may  be  made  by  mixing  flour  and  meal  made  from 
country  corn  or  plantains,  in  equal  proportions.  The 

f)lantain  meal  is  made  in  British  Guiana,  where  the  pub- 
isher  had  ample  opportunities  of  witnessing  the  process. 

MEAL  FROM  PLANTAINS  OR  BANANAS. 
Gather  the  fruit  just  before  it  is  quite  ripe  ;  remove  the 
skin,  and  having  made  it  into  thin  slices,  cutting  the  fruit 
length-wise,  place  them  where  they  can  have  the  full 
heat  of  the  sun  till  quite  dry  and  crisp.  They  may  now 
be  ground  in  a  mill,  or  reduced  to  powder  by  rasping.  In 
this  state  the  publisher  has  seen  them  exported  from 
Surinam  by  the  Dutch,  and  by  the  Portuguese  from 
Demerara.

CITRIC  ACID. 
This  is  the  very  country  for  the  production  of  the 
materials  for  this  very  important  article  of  commerce. 
Immense  quantities  of  it  are  consumed  by  the  calico 
printers.  It  is  imported  from  Sicily  in  the  form  of  Citrate 
of  Lime  from  which  the  acid  is  prepared  by  parties  in 
England.  The  Sicilians  procure  the  juice  containing  it 
from  the  Lemon,  which  does  not  contain  anything  like  the 
quantity  existing  in  our  Lime,  and  if  the  pen-keepers 
would  only  bestir  themselves,  and  lay  their  hands  to  the 
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plough  with  all  the  idlers  about  their  places,  there  is 
scarcely  a  doubt  but  that  it  would  pay.  Take  12  gallons 
of  Lime  Juice  expressed  by  a  broad-edged  well  loaded 
waggon  wheel  revolving  in  a  deep  circular  grove,  by 
means  of  a  mule  fastened  to  a  pole  projecting  from  the 
centre  of  the  wheel.  Heat  the  juice  in  a  copper  pan, 
and  add  to  it,  by  degrees  and  with  agitation,  61  bs  finely 
powdered  chalk  or  lime,  quite  dry.  When  the  liquid  is 
quite  neutral,  that  is,  free  from  acidity — which  may  be 
known  by  tasting  it,  or  more  accurately  by  litmus  paper, 
which  is  sold  by  the  publisher,  and  which  turns  red  when 
acid  exists  in  any  liquid — the  sediment  which  is  citrate 
of  lime,  must  be  allowed  to  settle  thoroughly  to  the  bottom. 
The  fluid  portion  must  then  be  run  off  by  means  of 
spigots  placed  at  intervals  down  the  side  of  the  cask  or 
tub  in  which  the  operation  is  performed.  Cold  water  is 
then  run  into  the  cask,  and  the  sediment  well  agitated 
with  it.  A  second  time  is  it  allowed  to  settle,  and  the 
water  poured  off  again  a  third  and  a  fourth  time,  till  it 
be  well  washed,  and  free  from  all  mucous  matter,  which, 
were  it  left  in  contact  with  the  citrate  of  lime  would 
ferment  and  destroy  it  :  when  it  is  well  washed,  it  is  to  be 
thrown  out  on  a  wooden  floor  in  an  open  gallery  exposed 
all  clay  to  the  full  heat  of  the  sun.  When  it  is  thoroughly 
dry,  it  is  to  be  put  up  in  casks  and  exported.  If  lime  is 
to  be  used,  it  must  be  quite  free  from  stones,  and  in  fine 

Eowder.    This  may  be  done  by  having  the  stones  well 
urned,  and  subsequently  sprinkled  with  water  to  slack 
them. 

TOTAL  DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE.

street  below  the  Parade),  and  cautions  the  public  against 
purchasing  spurious  imitations. 

Directions  :  —Make  a  stiff  paste  of  one  pound  good  flour 
or  bread-dough  and  one  pound  sugar  with  a  little  water, 
then  mix  intimately  through  it  half  a  pound  of  the  phos- 
phoric paste.  Divide  in  small  balls  and  throw  them  in 
the  haunts  of  the  vermin.

HOW  TO  BOIL  EGGS  WITHOUT  FIRE, 

Warm  cold  meats,  procure  a  warm  application  in  cases 
of  sickness,  when  such  is  desired,  and  fire  cannot  he  pro- 
cured soon  enough. 

There  are  two  very  convenient  ways  of  doing  this  ; 
1st. — Procure  some  Lime,  which  has  been  preserved 
from  the  air,  in  jars,  since  it  came  from  the  kiln.  To 
boil  eggs,  put  two  or  three  small  pieces  into  any  dish  or 
tin  vessel,  place  the  eggs  upon  them,  then  put  as  many 
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more  pieces  above  the  eggs,  pour  a  little  cold  water,  cover 
up,  and  after  a  few  minutes  (3),  the  eggs  may  be  taken 
out  admirably  boiled.  By  placing  any  liquid,  &c,  in  a 
dish,  putting  this  dish  into  a  larger  one,  and  surrounding 
it  with  the  lime,  and  pouring  water  on  the  latter,  sufficient 
heat  may  be  procured  to  warm  the  liquid  or  other  sub- 
stance. If  a  few  pieces  of  lime  are  put  into  a  thick  bag, 
and  the  bag  be  plunged  in  cold  water,  the  lime  can  be 
applied  in  cases  of  cholera,  belly  ache,  &c,  with  all  the 
advantages  usually  derived  from  hot  water,  &c.  The 
water  will  also  be  warmed ;  and  if  the  bag  be  thick 
enough,  may  be  procured  free  from  the  lime,  and  fit  for 
any  purpose. 

2nd. — By  pouring  cold  water  into  strong  Sulphuric 
Acid,  a  sufficient  heat  can  be  produced  to  boil  eggs,  &c, 
but  this  cannot  be  applied  in  cases  of  sickness,  though 
anything  placed  in  an  intermediate  dish,  can  be  made  hot 
by  it,  for  this  purpose.

Might  also  be  prepared  conveniently  by  pen-keepers, 
&c,  from  the  animals  which  die  on  their  properties.  It 
is  prepared  in  the  following  manner.  Make  a  mixture  of 
one  part  newly  burnt  lime,  and  30  or  40  of  water,  place 
the  green  or  dry  hide  in  this  mixture,  for  14  or  Jo  days  ; 
drain  them  and  dry  them  again  ;  steep  in  a  weaker  mix- 
ture of  lime  and  water  for  24.  hours ;  drain  them,  and  put 
them  into  a  copper  boiler,  two-thirds  filled  with  water, 
and  furnished  with  a  perforated  false  bottom,  to  prevent 
them  from  burning.  3oil  gently  till  the  liquid  on  cooling; 
forms  a  firm  gelatinous  mass.  Run  the  clear  portion  off  into 
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another  vessel  placed  in  a  large  tub,  containing  hot  water, 
which  must  be  renewed  if  it  get  cold.  Allow  the  glue  to 
repose  for  some  hours,  and  run  off  into  shallow  boxes. 
Keep  these  in  a  cool  place  till  next  morning  ;  turn  the  glue 
out  on  boards,  wetted  with  water,  cut  it  into  small  cakes 
with  brass  wire  horizontally,  and  then  into  smaller  cakes, 
with  a  moistered  sharp  knife.  Place  these  on  nettings  to 
dry  in  the  sun,  after  which  dip  them  one  by  one  into  hot 
water,  and  rub  slightly  with  a  fine  brush  to  give  them  a 
gloss.  During  this  time  the  undissolved  portion  of  skin 
left  in  the  copper  is  treated  with  fresh  water,  and  the 
whole  operation  repeated  as  long  as  any  glue  can  be 
extracted.
